Negro éligibilty to hold office, having 
been declared by the Supreme Court, the 
question arises, what is our duty? It mat- 
ters nothing what may be our opinions of 

the decided question. The thing is done. 
We did not think it right. Others dtd, 
And it may as well be stated that some 
very pure, able and patriotic men thought | b 
as the Court decided—that, under the law 
as it stands, the negro is entitled to hold 
office. Nor does it matter to know wheth- 
er the Court was honest or not. The Issue 
is settled—settled contrary to our wishes 
and views—but still settled—settled by a 
tribunal competent to settle it—settled af- 
ter fair showing to both sides—settled in 
_ conformity with the requirements of law; 
and we can but obey it. To do otherwise 
would be revolutionary. The pill is bitter, 
but it must be swallowed, and the less con- 
tertions the better. We must simply re- 
fuse to look back—simply~ omit.to waste 
words in diseussing its pros and cons— 
simply quit whining over what might have 
been, and looking what is squarely in the 
face, study to obviate unpleasant cense- 
quences and injurious results. 

With unexceptiona) unanimity, our press 
have counselled our paople to accept the 
decision as law, and bow to its sovereignty: 
regardiess of disbelief in its justice, confi- 
dence in the Court, trust in its law, or 
foreboding of its fruits. 

This is right. And the less noise we 
make about it, and the more we strive to 
thwart its evils, the better for us. 

But we must still remember that the 
proper course ior us is the right course, 
that though others may pursue. the tortu- 
ous windings of a mercenary or partizan 
policy, and though they may succeed in ac- 
complishing what we have to submit to as 
a finality, yet the true men muet battle for 
principle and conviction upon pure consid- 
erations of right and justice. 

It is true that the negro has been pro- 
nounced eligible to office, and we bow to 
its imperative claim as the law ofthe land, 
but it is equally true that the negroes, ex- 
cluded from the Legislature, èannot be re- 
stored” Their case has been decided. They 
are out, and out forever from the Present 
body; though under the law they can be 
elected to and take seats in the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. To reseat them would bea 
palpable violation of law. The only solu- 
tion of our troubles lies in this theory: and 
we press it upen our eontemporaries as 
THE Law Of the case. Ben Butler, certainly 
good authority againss, if not for the negro, 
claimed it in Congress; and we propose to 
give the debate on the question to our read- 8 
ers as soon we can get it. N 

Let not the deeision of the supreme 
Court be pushed to an Mlogigal ooneusion- 7 
Let it not be made the base ſor farther out- 
rage. The negrophilists have won the vie- 
tory upon the principle, but no perversion of 
argument can give them the restoration of 
the excluded members as a sequitur of their 
legal triumph.
